The bill has passed both the 
house and tile -enat*, but as tho 
senate amended

ence. 
The Senate pulled the Five 
Tribe* bid to pieces and tossed 
the whole jumbled head ton con­ 
ference committee. 
Beginning 
early next week toe conference 
committee, yet to be named, will 
undertake the work of selection 
out ol the mas- of amendments, 
and when ti,esc shall have been 
put together again the bill will go 
to both hou-e* for a second con­ 
sideration. 
The following wa* substituted 
for the house provision on aliena­ 
tion: 
“That all restriction upon alien­ 


ation and ieasi ng of lands of In­ 
dian allottee- of the Choctawy 
Chickasaw, Cherokee, Creek and 
Seminole tribes of less than full 
blood of any of said tribes, or his 
full blood heirs shall have power 
to alienate. sell, dispose of or in­ 
cumber .n any 
m anner of the 
lands alloted to him for a period 
of twenty-five year* from and af 
ter the due passage and approval 
of this- a t. unless such restric 
tion shall, prior to the expiration 
of said p e r.o l lie removed by act 
of congress; providing however, 
that such full blood Indians of 
any ol the said tribes may lease 
any land*, other than homesteads 
under such rules and regulations 
as may be prescribed by the sec­ 
retary of the interior; and in case 
of the inability of any full blood 
owner of a homestead, on account 
of his infirmity or age to work or 
farm his homestead tbe secretory 
shall, upon proof of such inability 
authorize the 
leasing of such 
homestead under such rule* and 
regulations. ”

Tn Egypt,

contraries. 
Young women of sixteen 
are employed as hod carriers, ma­ 
son’s attendants ami builders. 
They 
tit! not seem to mind it. « ither. 
It is 
an odd sight for an American to see 
a young woman sedan Iv carrying a 
hod of m ortar to a man who is build­ 
ing a walk 
She is graceful about it. 
it must be said, ami somewhat spee- 
taeular. too, 
for she 
wear* 
golden 
bracelets on lier legs and bangles on 
her • arm s 
the 
while. 
Meantime, 
th e re s hardly to be found in Cair® 
a woman who "looks after the house” 
as we understand it here. 
The wom­ 
en perform no household duties. The 
men do all that. 
The American and 
European wives 
who settle 
id Cairo 
are compelled to hire men tc cook, 
to wash, to 
sew. to sweep 
and 
to 
elean. 
lf they do not like the idea 
of a m an’s doing plain sewing 
or 
washing the family linen, they must 
do the sewing or 
the washing them­ 
selves. for the women are too busily 
engaged 
elsewhere. 
Beside, 
the 
women do not know how. 
However, there is one line of femi­ 
nine industry to which the Egyptian 
woman will turn her attention 
for 
hire, if called upon. 
She will act as 
nurse for the children. 
She is not a 
glittering success as a caretaker of 
young foreigners, though, for she in­ 
sists on wearing her veil while look­ 


ing after the 
youngsters. a c / 
tho 
youngsters do not 
like women who 
w « ar veils ami they protest lustily. 
W om en 
have queer 
ideas about 
th* ir 
husbands. 
No native 
woman 
would think for a moment of walking 
outdoors with h er husband. 
They 
consider such a proceeding grossly 
indelicate and hold up their hands in 
amazement at the forward women of 
other nationalities who are seen in 
public with 
the men whose names 
they bear. 
Social custom s are somewhat lax 
in the country, and a girl of the fella­ 
heen class works in the fields with­ 
out a veil. 
But 
the veil is 
always 
worn vvhen she visits the city. 
And 
here a paradox is observed. 
While 
blushing with shame at the thought 
of showing her face. she cannot Im­ 
agine why 
she should 
conceal her 
legs. 
The latter are usually exposed. 
The women of the upper classes live 
in strict seclusion. 
They are not sup­ 
posed to be setal or mentioned. They 
are in the world, but not of it. To ask: 
an Egyptian 
gentleman 
about his 
wife or wives, or to make any inquiry 
concerning the health, well-being or 
number of the ladies of his family, is 
an unpardonable breach of decorum. 
Wives in Egypt's upper circles are 
private property. 
The women can­ 
not go beyond the limits of their own 
side of the house aud garden.

CYCLONE DESTROYS ONE 


HUNDRED AND FIFTY LIVES 


Mobile, Ala., 
March 
3.—A 


lone distance telephone message 
from Meridian, Mis*., says that 
150 lives have been lost in a cy 
clone which struck the town at 
6:30 last evening. Practically all 
the business part of the town has 
been destroyed aod fire is now 
raging 
in the wreckage and 


spreading to adjoining territory. 
The population i« helpless in un- 
certainty. 


Front street, the principal 


street in the city, was swept by 
the cyclone. 
The only building 


in that section left standing is the 
Armour Packing Company build- 
ing and part of the- roof and the 
rear of that has been swept away 
Thousands of people are wander- 
ing in the streets, which are in 
total darkness, the lighting sys- 
tem having been pnt ont of oper- 
ation at the same time. 


Several large fire* broke out 


among the ruins of the wholesale 
district and are unchecked, de- 
spite tbe terrific downpour oi 
rain ttmt is falling at this hour. 
Rescuers are working with candle 
lights trying to reach the injured. 
The nninn depot is one of the 
buildings swept away and all the 
telegraph wires are down and the 
only communication is from the 
Armour building by telephone.

tribes. 


The bill has passed both the 


house and the senate, but as the 
senate amended it iu many re- 
spects it will uo^w go into confer- 
ence. 


The Senate pulled the Five 


Tribes bill- to pieces and tossed 
the whole jumbled hend to a con- 
ference committee. 
Beginning 


early next week the conference 
committee, yet to be named, will 
undertake the work of selection 
out of the mas* of amendments, 
and when these shall have been 
put together again the bill will go 
lib both hoa*et* for a second con- 
sideration. 


The following was substituted 


For the houae provision on aliena- 
tion: 
. 


"That all restriction upon alien- 


ation and leasi ng of lands of In- 
dian allottees of the Choctaw, 
Chickasaw, Cherokee, Creek and 
Seminole tribes of less than full 
blood of any of said tribes, or his 
full blood heirs shall have power 
to alienate, sell, dispose of or in- 
cumber in any manner of tbe 
lands alloted to him for a period 
of twenty-five years from and af 
ter the due passage and approval 
of this act, unless such restric- 
tion shall, prior to the expiration 
of said period, be removed by act 
of congress; uroviding however, 
that such full blood Indians of 
any of the said tribes may lease 
any lands, other than homesteads 
under suoh rules and regulations 
as may be prescribed by the sec- 
retary of the interior; and in case 
of the inability of any full blood 
owner of a homestead, on account 
of his infirmity or age to work or 
farm his homestead the secretiry 
shall, upon proof of such inability 
authorize the 
leasing of suoh 


homestead under such rules and 
regulations,"

1857, sent to.London In the same year 
and bought by a Mr. Falrle, of Liver- 
pool, In whose possession It bloome.J 
and was dally hailed and described in 
orchid literature as one of the most 
beautiful orchids hitherto l^npwn. Sev- 
eral other planta of the same orchid 
came with It, and the species was at 
once 
named 
Kalrleanum, att*r Mr, 


Falrle. 
Prom the day of Its ftrat dtacovery, 


In spite of scores ot expeditions and 
perlloua Journeys by collectora, not a 
single plant waa found 
until some 


member of the Thibet expedition, a 
few months ago. discovered a whole 
bunch of the planla.

along to Calcutta, whence two were 
dispatched to Kew, and others are 
gradually coming through to England.

CYCLONE DESTROYS ONE 


HUNDRED AND FIFTY LIVES 


V 


Mobile, Ala., 
March 3.—A 


lone distance telephone message 
from Meridian, Mis*., says that 
150 lives have been lost in a cy- 
clone which struck the town at 
6.30 last evening. Practically all 
the business part of the town has 
been destroyed aod fire is now 
raging 
in the wreckage and 


spreading to adjoining territory. 
The population i» helpless in un- 
certainty. 


Front street, the principal 


street in the city, was swept by 
the cyclone. The only building 
in that section left standing is the 
Armour Packing Company build- 
ing and part of the roof and the 
rear of that has been swept away 
Thousands of people are wander- 
ing in the streets, which are in 
total darkness, the lighting sys- 
tem having been pnt ont of oper- 
ation at the same time. 


Several large fire* broke out 


among the ruins of the wholesale 
district and are unchecked, de- 
spite tbe terrific downpour of 
rain that is falling at this hour. 
Rescuers are working with candle 
lights trying to reach the injured. 
The nninn depot is one of the 
buildings swept away aod all the 
telegraph wires are down and the 
only communication is from the 
Armour building by telephone. 


The storm center was in the 


southern portion 
ol the city. 


What damage has been done to 
the residence section is not a«cer- 
tainable at this hour.

SENATE PASSES CURTIS 


BILL IN MANGLED FORM 


Washington. 
March 3.—The 


senate yesterday passed a bill 
providing for the settlement of 
the affairs of the five civilized 
tribes. 


The bill has passed both the 


house and the senate, but as the 
senate amended it iu many re- 
spects it will now go into confer- 
ence. 


The Senate pulled the Five 


Tribes tilt to pieces aud tossed 
the whole jumbled head to a con- 
ference committee. 
Beginning 


early next week the conference 
committee, yet to be named, will 
undertake the work of selection 
out of the mas* of amendments, 
and when these shall have been 
put together again the bill will go 
to both houses for a second con- 
sideratibn. 
. 


The following was substituted 


for the house provision on aliena- 
tion: 
. 


"That all restriction upon alien- 


ation and leasi ng of lands of In- 
dian allottees of the Choctaw, 
Ghickasaw, Cherokee, Creek and 
Seminole tribes of less than full 
blood of any of said tribes, or his 
full blood heirs shall have power 
to alienate, sell, dispose of or in- 
cumber in any manner of the 
lands allowed to him for a period 
of twenty-five years from and af 
ter the due passage and approval 
of this act, unless such restric- 
tion shall, prior to the expiration 
of said period, be removed by act 
of congress; providing however, 
that sucb full blood Indians of 
any of the said tribes may lease 
any lands, other than homesteads 
under suoh rules and regulations 
as may be prescribed by the sec- 
retary of the interior; and in case 
of the inability of any full blood 
owner of a homestead, on account 
of his infirmity or age to work or 
farm his homestead tbe Beerottry 
shall, upon proof of such inability 
authorize the leasing of suoh 
homestead under such rules and 
regulations."

discovered. Ttila orchid la the cyprl- 
pedlum Falrteanum, which ia one of a 
random collection made In Assam In 
1857, sent to.London In the same year 
and bought by a Mr. Falrle, of Liver- 
pool, In whose possession It bloome.J 
and was dally hailed and described in 
orchid literature as one of the most 
beautiful orchids hitherto l^npwn. Sev- 
eral other planta of the same orchid 
came with It, and the species was at 
once 
named 
Kalrleanum, att*r Mr, 


Falrle. 
Prom the day of Its ftrat dtacovery, 


In spite of scores ot expeditions and 
perlloua Journeys by collectora, not a 
single plant waa found 
until some 


member of the Thibet expedition, a 
few months ago. discovered a whole 
bunch of the planla. 
He sent them 


along to Calcutta, whence two were 
dispatched to Kew, and others are 
gradually coming through to England. 


"Probably 
another 50 years 
will 


elapse ere more Kalrleanum are found.' 
said a British specialist, "for no pri- 
vate collecting expedition ia likely to 
venture Into such a country.

In Kgypt, 
thine1,? 
feminine go by 


contraries. 
Young women of sixteen 


are employed as hod carriers, ma- 
son's attendants and builders. 
They 


do not scorn to mind it, either. 
It is 


an odd sight for an American to soo 
a young woman sedately carrying a 
hod of mortar to n man who is build- 
ing a wall. 
She is graceful about it, 


it must be said, and somewhat spec- 
tacular, too, 
for she wears 
golden 


bracelets on her less and li.uiples on 
her • arms 
the 
while. 
Meantime, 


there's hardly to bo found ii) Cairo 
a woman who "looks after the bouse" 
as we understand it bore. Tho wom- 
en perform no household duties. Tho 
men do all that. 
The American and 


Kuropean wives who settle 
ijj Caiio 


are compelled to biro men to cool;, 
to wash, to sow. to swoop 
and 
to 


clean. 
If they do not like the Idea 


of a man's doing plain sowing 
or 


washing the family linen, they must 
do the sewing or 
tho washing them- 


selves, for tho women are too busily 
engaged 
elsewhere. 
Beside, 
the 


women do not know how. 


However, there is one lino of femi- 


nine industry to which the Egyptian 
woman will turn her attention 
for 


hire, if called upon. She will act as 
nurse for the children. She is not a 
glittering success as a caretaker of 
young foreigners, though, for she in- 
sists on wearing her veil while look- 


ing after the 
youngsters, and 
the 


youngsters do not 
liko women who 


wear veils and they protest lustily. 


Women 
have queer 
ideas about 


their 
husbands. 
No native 
woman 


would think for a moment of walking 
outdoors with her husband. 
They 


consider such a proceeding grossly 
Indelicate anci hold up their hands in 
amaxement at the forward women of 
other nationalities who are seen in 
public with 
the men whose named 


they bear. 


Social customs are somewhat lax 


in tho country, and a girl of the fella- 
heen class works in the fields with- 
out a veil. 
But the veil is 
always 


worn when she visits the city. And 
here a paradox is observed. 
While 


blushing with shame at the thought 
of showing her face, she cannot im- 
agine why she should 
conceal her 


legs. The latter are usually exposed. 
The women of the upper classes live 
in strict seclusion. They are not sup- 
posed to be seen or mentioned. They 
are In the world, but not of it. To ask 
an Egyptian 
gentleman 
about his 


wife or wives, or to make any inquiry 
concerning the health, well-being or 
number of the ladies of his family, Is 
an unpardonable breach of decorum. 
Wives In Egypt's upper circles are 
private property. 
The women can* 


not go beyond the limits of their own, 
side of the house and garden.
